Church’s new mission for 
town community centre 


A COMMUNITY church 
has revealed plans to take 
on the Chalkstone 
Community Centre. 

The centre, in Strasbourg 
Square, is currently owned 
by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council but the 
River of Life Community 
Church hopes to gain 
ownership and manage¬ 
ment of the building. 

Currently, the church, 
which works alongside 
REACH Community 
Projects, is carrying out a 
“community consulta¬ 
tion” - with letters and 
questionnaires sent out to 
those living nearby. 

Paul Turner, senior pas¬ 
tor at the church, said: “We 
hope to run [the centre] as 
it is at the moment, 
increase the hirings of the 
building and encourage 
other community-based 
groups to use it for their 
activities.” 

The community centre 
could also be used for fur¬ 
ther youth activities, 
which the church has been 
looking to provide. 

Around 20 responses 
have been received so far, 
Mr Turner said, with all of 
them positive. 
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The consultation forms 
part of a wider “feasability 
study” regarding the asset 
transfer from the council. 

If it goes ahead, it is 
hoped that the asset trans¬ 
fer to the church will take 
place before the end of the 
financial year. 

St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council 

approached the church as 
part of a proposal to trans¬ 
fer its community centres 
to local organisations. 

In 2011, the Southgate 
Community Centre in 
Bury St Edmunds 
was handed over to 
the Southgate 
Community 
Partnership. 

Cllr Sara 
Mildmay-White, 
deputy leader of 
the borough 
council and cabi¬ 
net member for 
community develop¬ 
ment, said local commu¬ 
nities are “best placed” to 
run these facilities and 
“respond to the needs of 
their neighbourhoods”. 

“Any change in owner¬ 
ship comes at the conclu¬ 


sion of an in-depth project 
to ensure that any com¬ 
munity centre transfer is 
sustainable and success¬ 
ful,” the councillor said. 

She added: “I am pleased 
that the River of Life 
Church is working with us 
to investigate the possible 
transfer of the Chalkstone 
Community Centre. 

“They are a well estab¬ 
lished and respected 
group who have used spe¬ 
cialist advice.” 

A public meeting is tak¬ 
ing place at the centre on 
January 12, 4pm-6pm. 

Interested parties 
are being encour¬ 
aged to attend. 
Mr Turner 
added: “It’s an 
opportunity 
for any mem¬ 
bers of the gen¬ 
eral public who 
would like to 
talk to us about 
what we’re plan¬ 
ning to do so, and 
offer any suggestions.”

Tesco plan and new 
homes on agenda 


TWO controversial planning appli¬ 
cations for Haverhill are due to be 
debated next week. 

Councillors on St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Development 
Control Committee will discuss The 
Bell pub and Tesco store at their first 
meeting of the year. 

Despite objections from town 
councillors and residents, planning 
officers have recommended that an 
application to build 11 new homes 
and a retail unit in place of the pub is 
granted. 

Eight car parking spaces and 15 
covered cycle spaces have also been 
proposed for the High Street site. 

Concerns about access have been 
raised, as the High Street is restricted 
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between 10am and 4pm. 

Councillors will also discuss an 
application from Tesco, on Haverhill’s 
Cangle Road. 

The store wants to start deliveries at 
5am on a daily basis for a period of 12 
months. 

At a committee meeting in 
December, councillors argued 
against the proposal and cited com¬ 
plaints from residents living nearby. 

The meeting also heard that condi¬ 
tions drawn up prior to the store’s 
construction stated that deliveries 
could start at 7am between Monday 
and Saturday, and 8am on Sunday. 


This was to maintain “quality of 
life” for local people. 

At the last meeting, councillors 
ruled they were “minded to refuse” 
the application. 

A proposal to build 40 new homes in 
Kedington has also been recom¬ 
mended for approval. 

Planning officers were asked in 
December to investigate all pedes¬ 
trian safety features which could be 
provided at the site, and the applica¬ 
tion was deferred. 

These will be discussed at the meet¬ 
ing on January 8 at West Suffolk 
House.

A PRIMARY school will officially 
become an academy today. 

Coupals Primary School, now 
Primary Academy, gains its new 
status after joining the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust. 

The primary school, which was 
graded as inadequate in its last 
inspection by Ofsted last year, will 
welcome pupils back on January 6 - 


complete with a new school uniform 
to signify the change. 

It boasts a new logo, which was 
voted on by parents, showing the 
history of the school, which is built on 
the old Coupals Farm site. 

David Maguire, acting headteacher, 
said: “We are very pleased with our 
new logo. 

“It is a modern logo for a modern 


school without losing sight of the 
history of our school and it’s 
location.” 

The uniform, from Anglia Gifts and 
Promotions, was handed out to 
children at the end of term in 
December ready for next week’s new 
start. 

Each child received a new jumper or 
cardigan. 


As previously reported, the primary 
revealed its plan for change in 
September - with Mr Maguire praising 
the academy, rated “outstanding” by 
Ofsted for its work with other schools. 

Westfield Primary Academy and 
Churchill Special Free School are 
already part of the partnership, which 
is headed by Howard Lay, executive 
principal.

AN INQUEST into the deaths of a 
Haverhill couple will be held next 
week. 

Melanie and Peter Saunders died on 
August 9 after a single vehicle collision 
on the A1307 at Bartlow. 

The couple, who were 52 and 55, 
lived on Cleves Road, Haverhill. 

The inquest will be held on January 
8 at 10.30am. It will take place at 
Lawrence Court, Huntingdon. 

Christmas Eve fire in town 

FIRE crews were sent to a garage 
which caught fire in Haverhill on 
Christmas Eve. 

Firefighters from Haverhill and Clare 
attended the blaze on Sturmer Road 
just after 5.30am on Wednesday. 

The fire, which was in a domestic 
garage, was brought under control at 
around 6.30am using one hose reel 
jet. 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue said the 
blaze is being treated as “suspicious.” 

Suffolk police have been informed 
about the incident.

Helping hand this winter 

VULNERABLE people and families are set to 
be protected from the cold over the winter 
months thanks to a scheme by the council. 

Warm Homes Healthy People has been 
launched to make it cheaper for vulnerable 
people to stay warm over the colder months. 

The project means eligible residents in 
Suffolk will be able to be loaned electric 
heaters, have independent surveyors come to 
discuss energy efficiency improvements, 
provided access to grants and interest free 
loans to pay for insulation, and to have fuel 
payments made to their heating suppliers. 

Cllr Alan Murray, cabinet member for health 
and social care, said: “There are around 350 
excess deaths each winter in Suffolk and 
many could be prevented by keeping homes 
sufficiently insulated and warm. 

“The Warm Homes Healthy People project 
is an excellent example of how we can work 
together in Suffolk to support vulnerable 
people.”

Headteacher moves on to a 
new role for the new year 


A HEADTEACHER is taking on a 
new role for 2015. 

Darren Woodward, head at 
Kedington Primary Academy, will 
start the new year as principal of 
primary schools at the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust. 

Mr Woodward, who started at 
Kedington in 2006, celebrated his 
last day at the school on 
December 19. 

The day before, the headteacher 
enjoyed a special assembly and 


was visited by some guests. 

Children performed and 
recorded a playscript, with a Lord 
of the Rings/The Hobbit theme, 
as a special treat for their 
teacher. 

Students from Samuel Ward 
Academy, who are currently aged 
13 or 14, also visited Mr 
Woodward during his last week at 
school. 

The pupils formed part of the 
teacher’s first reception class 


when he started work at the 
village’s school, and were invited 
by Jayne Milner, teaching 
assistant. 

Mr Woodward has been 
supervising the trust’s primaries 
for the last year, a spokeswoman 
for Kedington Primary School 
said, but as more schools join, it 
was decided that a full time 
position would be necessary. 

He will start his new role on 
January 5. 


Rules to change 
after inmate’s 
death in prison 


RULES governing how 
inmates are monitored will 
change at Highpoint Prison 
following a prisoner’s death. 

An inquest into the death of 
Joseph Bone, who died on 
August 11, heard that man¬ 
agement at the Stradishall 
prison have issued new 
orders that a response must 
be received from each inmate 
during roll call. 

Mr Bone, who was 44, was 
found dead in his cell. 

Officers thought he was 
having a weekend lie in. 

The inmate, who suffered 
from heart problems, diabe¬ 
tes and mental health issues, 
was found by another pris¬ 
oner who went to see why he 
had not collected his lunch. 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk coro¬ 
ner, told the inquest at Bury 
St Edmunds that the new 
rules would not have prevent-

ed Mr Bone’s death, but could 
help other prisoners in the 
future. 

Mr Bone was serving a 14 
month sentence, and died 
from a heart attack exacer¬ 
bated by his diabetes. 

All three main arteries were 
“severely” blocked, with one 
of them 95 per cent blocked. 

Richard Lombardo, head of 
operations at Highpoint 
Prison, told the hearing that 
now, if no response is 
obtained, staff were to imme¬ 
diately call for an ambulance 
instead of summoning the 
prison’s medics. 

He added: “It could be life 
saving.” 

Another change in proce¬ 
dure since Mr Bone’s death 
has been to assess all inmates 


on arrival at the prison and 
ensure that details of long¬ 
term conditions were entered 
on a register. 

Appropriate professionals 
will also see them regularly, 
Ashley Maund, healthcare 
manager, said. 

A clinical review carried out 
by Amanda Muter ruled that 
the medical care offered to 
Mr Bone following his arrival 
at Highpoint had been inde- 
quate. 

But it was “impossible” to 
determine if any changes 
would have prevented his 
death, she said. 

The inquest, held on 
December 19, was also told 
that Mr Bone had sometimes 
not wanted to comply wth the 
treatment offered to him. 

Dr Dean recorded a conclu¬ 
sion of death by natural caus¬ 
es.

Charity helps 
with hand ups, 
not hand outs

EVERY day families wake up 
from a night’s sleep on the 
floor, with not enough money 
for food ... and start a new 
day worrying about debt. 

In Haverhill these people 
can turn to REACH. 

The charity, which will this 
year celebrate 10 years of ser¬ 
vice in October, has had a 
whirlwind 2014 and is pre¬ 
pared for an even busier 2015. 

REACH provides a food- 
bank, furniture bank and 
debt advice service - but, per¬ 
haps most importantly, the 
advisers are there to listen. 

Henry Wilson, projects 
director, said they were all 
about ‘restoring dignity and 
reviving hope’. 

“It’s about a little bit of light 
at the end of the tunnel, and 
for a lot of people it’s about 
having somebody with you 
rather than feeling that you’re 
on your own.” 

Basic food and furniture 
parcels are available for those 
who need it - but REACH 
offers practical advice to 
ensure it is a “hand up”, not a 
hand out. 

New duvets and pillows are 
provided in furniture starter 
packs, along with cutlery, 
microwavable pots, towels, a 
kettle and cooking utensils. 

Donated nearly-new items 
are welcomed. 

Basic food parcels are filled 
with cereal, soup, pasta and 
tinned items, as well as vege¬ 
tables, meat, tea and coffee. 

When available, treats of 
chocolate, jam, noodles and 
ketchup are provided. 

Voluntary advisers staff the 
resource centre, in Leiston 
Road, each afternoon and 
also offer help with budget¬ 
ing, household problems and 
benefit issues. 

Free internet is available on 
site for those who need it to 


apply for jobs or benefits and 
complete forms. 

During our visit, a man in 
his 30s who moved to 
Haverhill in September with 
his pregnant partner visited 
the centre. 

The couple, who live in a 
bedsit on the Chalkstone 
Estate, first visited REACH 
when they arrived in town 
from Ipswich. They had been 
placed in emergency acom- 
modation. 

He said: “If it wasn’t for this 
place I don’t know what we 
would have done. 

“The council put us in some¬ 
where with no furniture, no 
electric, nothing. We slept on 
the floor for three or four 
nights, even though my part¬ 
ner was pregnant.” 

At the start of December, the 
couple entered a claim to 
switch from lob Seeker’s 
Allowance (ISA) to Income 
Support. They were given one 
week of ISA money, despite 
their new benefits not start¬ 
ing for weeks. The couple had 
no electricity. 

Once again, they visited 
REACH to receive a food par¬ 
cel, and for help with their 
benefits application. 

“They should have a place 


like this in every town. When 
we asked the council about 
furniture they said they 
would get back to us, and we 
had to apply for funding. 

“We are on benefits, so we 
can’t afford to put money 
away.” 

In 2015, REACH hopes to be 
able to assist with more 
affordable housing for low 
income families and develop 
the charity’s money advice 
service, which launched 
towards the end of 2014. 

Mr Wilson said: “When we 
are in debt, we wake up and 
think, ‘who is going to ring 
today and who is going to 
knock on the door’. 

“To get that stopped and get 
that debt lifted, there’s noth¬ 
ing like it. We are in it for the 
long haul. We really want to 
support people for as long as 
it takes.”

JANUARY: 

■ Paul Firman, of UKIP, was 
elected to Haverhill Town 
Council following the death 
of Les Ager in October 2013. 
Cllr Tony Brown, also of UKIP, 
was voted in to replace Cllr 
Ager on St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

■ Comedian Alan Carr 
announced a surprise visit to 
Haverhill as a warm up to his 
tour. Tickets sold out in a 
record 90 minutes. 

■ HaverHalf and HaverlO - 
the town’s first half marathon 
and 10k run - were 
announced, in aid of St 
Nicholas Hospice Care. Jack 
Tappin, race director, called 
for runners to sign up. 

■ Local people were disap¬ 
pointed following the closure 
of Morley’s, on Queen Street, 
and the departure of Tony 
Strowger Jewellery, in the 
High Street. 

FEBRUARY: 

■ Planning Inspector Roger 
Clews visited Haverhill for a 
planning inquiry over the 
town’s Vision 2031 plan. A 
number of public hearings 
were held, and invited parties 
were able to ask questions. 

■ The county came to a 
standstill as heavy rain flood¬ 
ed roads in and around 
Haverhill. Pupils were sent 
home from schools and peo¬ 
ple were left stranded. 

■ Reginald Smith, of 
Brinkman Road, Linton, was 
jailed for causing death by 
dangerous driving. Smith, 
who was 60 at the time of sen¬ 
tencing, was given 14 months 
in jail for killing dad-of-two 
Dean Cork on April 23 at West 
Wratting. 

MARCH: 

■ Cllr Tony Brown called for 
irresponsible dog owners to 
clean up after their pets. 

■ Outgoing town clerk Will 
Austin left his post to take up 
a new role in Devon. 

■ New American diner 
Route 66 opened its doors. 

APRIL: 

■ Colin Poole was 
announced as the town’s new 
clerk. 

■ A project which could 
bring £200,000 to the 
Clements Estate was 
announced. Community 
Action Suffolk revealed that a 
bid had been made to the 
People’s Health Trust for the 
area to access the money. 

■ An innovative sculpture 
designed by students at 
Samuel Ward Academy would 
no longer be placed in the 
town centre, it was revealed. 
The “Haverhill head” would 
instead remain at the school 
due to health and safety con¬ 
cerns. 

MAY: 

■ Haverhill welcomed the 
first ever HaverHalf and 
HaverlO and, despite wet 
weather, hundreds of resi¬ 
dents turned out to support 
the runners. 


■ Residents living across 
the Clements Estate expressed 
their disgust at plans to bull¬ 
doze garages to make way for 
flats. 

■ An independent mini¬ 
market in the town fell victim 
to an attempted robbery. 
Primrose Mini Market owner 
Ainkaran Jeyarajah spoke 
about the incident for which 
two people were arrested. 

■ We met Patsy May, 
Britain’s Got Talent’s favourite 
puppet, as her true identity 
was revealed as former 
Haverhill woman and former 
Samuel Ward pupil, Laura 
Bacon. 

■ Haverhill’s young people 
put their business skills to the 
test with the town’s first ever 
youth market. 

JUNE: 

■ Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, and Cllr Maureen 
Byrne, deputy mayor, took on 
their roles for a second term. 

■ A development which will 
transform the North West of 
Haverhill was approved by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council despite numerous 
concerns. 

■ An innovative hospice 
outreach centre opened its 
doors to the Haverhill com¬ 
munity. The Burton Centre, 
on Camps Road, was taken 
over by St Nicholas hospice 
Care. 

■ A Haverhill man in his 90s 
was jailed for historic sex 


offences - and became the 
country’s oldest paedophile 
to be sent to jail. Frederick 
Smith, 94, of Camps Road, 
previously pleaded guilty to 
four counts of indecent 
assault and one count of inde¬ 
cency with a child under 14. 

JULY: 

■ The town’s mayor and 
deputy were furious after 
being told to “stop carping” 
by the leader of the borough, 
Cllr John Griffiths, as the 
town’s petition to restore 
Council Tax Support to the 
town council was voted 
against by 26 councillors. 

■ Coupals Primary School 
was put into special measures 
by Ofsted following the 
results of a recent inspection. 
The staff vowed to transform 
the school, with improve¬ 
ments already under way. 

■ The Weekly News 
launched its Let’s Read 
Campaign to get more young¬ 
sters reading for pleasure. We 
sent out an appeal for local 
volunteers to spare a couple 
of hours each week to get into 
schools and help pupils read. 
The scheme is supported by 
Haverhill Library and most of 
the town’s schools. 

■ Weird and wonderful 
characters paid a visit to 
Haverhill High Street as part 
of the annual Haverhill Street 
Festival. 

■ Vintage vehicles and 
sporty numbers lined 
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at the headlines of 2014 



Haverhill town centre for a weekend 
full of motor fun. The town’s first 
motorshow took place, followed by 
the annual transport rally. 

■ The sun shone for the Summer 
Bash. The event expanded to two 
days for the first time with one day of 
sports and music, and the other full 
of fair fun. 

■ A Haverhill GP defended plans 
for two local surgeries to merge. Dr 
Bamidele Sule spoke at a town coun¬ 
cil meeting about how the change 
was best for his practice, Stourview, 
Dr Selby and Partners and residents. 

AUGUST: 

■ St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council revealed plans to stop politi¬ 
cal stalls and those for pressure 
groups from trading on local mar¬ 
kets. Politicans from all parties 
across Haverhill expressed their dis¬ 
gust at the plans. 

■ Suffolk County Council launched 
a consultation into the future of chil¬ 
dren’s centres in the county. It was 
revealed that Haverhill’s two centres 
were earmarked to merge. On Track, 
in Strasbourg Square, would close, 
with services being delivered in the 
home, at the Chalkstone Community 
Centre and by Cartwheels, on 
Greenfields Way. 

■ Haverhill rector Ian Finn was 
formally charged with fraud by 
abuse of position, months after his 
first arrest. 

SEPTEMBER: 

■ Pixelated Projects revealed its 
ambition to take over Haverhill Corn 


Exchange and turn it into a base for 
the whole community, and beyond. 

■ Coupals Primary School, which 
was branded inadequate by Ofsted at 
an inspection in May, announced 
plans to become part of the Samuel 
Ward Academy Trust. 

■ West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock was fined £1,600 for “using 
the wrong stationery”. Haverhill resi¬ 
dent John Insole complained about a 
“campaigning letter” sent by the MP 
to homes in his constituency. 

OCTOBER: 

■ Haverhill was shocked and sad¬ 
dened by the sudden death of Cllr 
Gordon Cox, who was found dead at 
his home in the town. Cllr Cox, 66, 


was remembered fondly by friends, 
family and colleagues. 

■ Hundreds of people flocked to 
Haverhill Arts Centre to attend 
Matthew Hancock’s jobs fair. 

■ Athletics history was made in 
Haverhill for the second time with 
the town’s first triathlon, HaverTri. 
More than 170 competitors turned 
up to take part in a choice of three 
distances. 

■ New proposals for A-boards 
across St Edmundsbury were 
slammed by traders. Businesses hit 
out at the borough council for trying 
to enforce planning permission for 
the boards, and called for action to 
be taken against vehicles using the 
High Street and illegal parking first. 


NOVEMBER: 

■ Police launched an appeal after a 
rare African pygmy hedgehog was 
stolen from a Haverhill pet shop. The 
animal, which requires special care 
and diet, was taken from G L 
Petfoods. 

■ Haverhill Cricket Club revealed 
plans to build a second ground. 

■ Dad-of-one Scott Macleay spoke 
to the Weekly News about his desire 
to join the fight against ISIS. Mr 
Macleay said he was “under no illu¬ 
sion” that he could be killed - but he 
was willing to risk it to protect 
women and children dying in Syria. 

■ An awareness week clamping 
down on loan sharks came to 
Haverhill for the first time. 


DECEMBER: 

■ St Nicholas Hospice Care won 
£50,000 in the People’s Millions com¬ 
petition. 

The charity is going to use the 
money to create a community gar¬ 
den at the Burton Centre, in 
Haverhill’s Camps Road. The hospice 
competed with a dementia project in 
Norfolk to win the money through a 
public vote. 

■ Britain’s Got Talent superstar 
Patsy May visited Haverhill to switch 
on the Christmas lights. 

■ It was revealed that an 8-year-old 
talented gymnast is having to travel 
to Colchester to train because 
Haverhill Gymnastics Club can’t 
offer him enough hours.

"Look around our towns and cities and there's 
a massive amount of unused land which could be 
used. Our research was looking at what happens 
to these guerrillas once they've made their point. 
Do they start looking for land they could cultivate 
legally? I suspect that's the future, that guerrilla 
gardening is part of a wider urban agriculture 
movement." 

The research found that the impact of guerrilla 
gardening on communities was mixed. 

"A small number were negative. They weren't 
consulted. They felt aggrieved that it was being 
done on land adjacent to their property. But the 
majority were very supportive. They could see the

change being positive, the land being used, being 
looked after a bit more." 

There are some areas where guerrilla garden¬ 
ing has really taken root and inspired and brought 
together the community, such as Todmorden, in 
Calderdale, West Yorkshire. 

"A small-scale guerrilla gardening move¬ 
ment was looking to make prettier what was a 
small industrial town. That grabbed everybody's 
consciousness and the movement took off, legal 
sites were found and it's really at the forefront of 
a legal urban agriculture movement which now 
comes under the label 'Incredible edible Todmor¬ 
den'. 

"It's made a significant difference, particularly 
in summer when the plants and the crops are 
much more visible. The place is greener, more 
interesting and is helping a lot in building a com¬ 
munity response as to what sort of opportunity 
we can make of derelict patches of land. 

"When the council found it was a positive thing 
rather than purely a case of illegal trespass, they 
got behind it." 


Guerrilla 

gardeners 


HOW would you feel if a piece of disused land or 
a neglected urban space, such as a grass verge or 
roundabout, was suddenly made into a productive 
veg patch or pretty flower field? 

Well, on the surface it might seem a no-brainer, 
but according to a recent study by university pro¬ 
fessor Peter Larkham, not everyone takes kindly to 
guerrilla gardeners cultivating 
land that they often do not 
have the legal right to use. 

Professor Larkham has 
now written a book, Informal 
Urban Agriculture: The Secret 
Lives Of Guerrilla Garden¬ 
ers (www.springer.com), in 
collaboration with his former 
PhD student Mike Hardman, 
in which they interview and 
observe groups of guerrilla 
gardeners in the Midlands, 
where a lively community has formed in recent 
years. 

Professor Larkham, associate head of Birming¬ 
ham City University's School of the Built Environ¬ 
ment, says: "Guerrilla gardening is an interna¬ 
tional phenomenon. Those involved take part for 
a number of reasons, from brightening up their 
neighbourhoods to using gardening as a form of 
political protest.

"The land they are targeting is quite varied. It 
seem to range from traffic roundabouts and road¬ 
side grass verges to bits of land that one planner 
once called SLOP - Space Left Over after Planning 
- to derelict sites, unused patches of land which 
are clearly in somebody's ownership but aren't in 
any sort of productive use. 

"In the book, we particularly 
focus on the guerrilla garden¬ 
ers who plant edible crops, 
investigating the reasons why 
they get involved - for some, it 
is more 'naughtiness' than the 
wider public health benefits 
that could result." 

He says it is not known 
how many guerrilla gardeners 
there are in this country - or 
how much land they cultivate 
- partly because the practice 
is illegal and partly because land ownership is so 
fragmented. But it has changed as social media 
has enabled individuals to link together to form 
small groups. 

The reaction of landowners to these guerrilla 
gardeners is usually negative, he observes. 

"They don't like their land being interfered 
with. What the guerrillas do can be quite varied.

2015 Audi Q3 



THE new Q3 is rather a lot like the 
old one, writes Matt Kimberley. Has it 
moved on enough to keep it ahead of 
the competition? 

WHAT’S NEW?: To find the new bits 
on the 2015 Q3, you’11 need to look 
beneath the skin. There are some 
cosmetic updates, notably the 
upgraded headlights, but the new 
engines are where it’s at. 

The range of power units looks 
familiar but has had a barrel-full of 
tweaks, with 2.0-litre TDI diesels 
leading the charge. There are a cou¬ 
ple of petrol options, too, including a 
clever 1.4-litre new to the Q3, with 
cylinder deactivation technology to 
save fuel. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: The new grille, 
which has a thick silver rim that also 
extends to meet the inside corners of 
the headlight clusters, is a bit less 
neat and classy than the old one, but 
entry-level SE models benefit from 
xenon headlights and LED daytime 
running lights instead of the old 
halogen combination. 

Standard full body-colour exterior 
trim means that the SE is only really 
marked by its 17-inch wheels. They 
don’t look racy, but they do help pro¬ 
vide a surprisingly plush ride. The 
Q3 has been a popular second family 
car, and its image is spot-on for par¬ 
ents looking for a small - but tall - 
premium motor to ferry the kids 
around with. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: The 
cabin actually feels quite compact, 
despite massive reserves of head- 
room and enough legroom to fit four 
adults of around six feet tall - just. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The driving 


position is good, but it heavily 
favours people who want to sit as 
high as possible, at which point, the 
front of the roof starts to signifi¬ 
cantly cut off the upwards visibility 
at traffic lights. 

Although the biggest seller is likely 
to be the 181bhp diesel, the cheaper 
148bhp one is worth a look. It’s 
strong enough for most people, eco¬ 
nomical and comes with a manual 
gearbox, for those that prefer them. 
It’s also the cheapest for fuel and 
road tax, and it’s pleasantly refined 
in terms of noise and vibration. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: At £25,000+, 
the Q3 isn’t cheap and alternatives 
include hugely well-equipped diesel 
Golfs or even Passats, the super- 
spacious Octavia and Honda Civic 
estates, and even the impressive 
electric Kia Soul EV and Mercedes 
B-Class Electric Drive. It’s very solid 
and has a desirable badge, but 
there’s more space and lower run¬ 
ning costs on offer for the same 
price. 

WHO WOULD BUY ONE? 

Audi reckons that most Q3s will go 
to families as second cars, where the 
first is a large premium executive 
model like an A6 or A7 Sportback. It’s 
an excellent downsized, upscaled 
premium car that delivers the high 
driving position in tandem with 
solidity, class and an options list as 
long as the Nile. 

THIS CAR IN A WORD: 
Uncomplicated 

IF THIS CAR WAS A...: scoop of ice 
cream it would probably be some 
sort of low-volume, high-quality 
farm-produced vanilla.

A late own 
goal earns 
a stalemate 


AN INJURY-TIME own goal by Ben 
Lawrence ended Saffron Walden's nine- 
game winning streak in the Thurlow 
Nunn League, First Division and 
ensured Haverhill Borough gained a 1-1 
draw from their Boxing Day clash. 

Walden dominated the first half, with 
Greg Strong having a shot deflected just 
wide of the upright after only 10 
minutes. 

Borough’s Lee Hurkett was then forced 
to produce a fine last-ditch tackle to pre¬ 
vent Walden’s Craig Calver from being 
through on goal before the hosts finally 
launched an attack, although Martin 
Westcott’s effort barely troubled visiting 
keeper Floyd Crull. 

Walden always looked dangerous from 
set pieces, and their goal reflected this. 

A ball in from the right was headed on 
by Graeme Turner for Chris Reid, who 
headed the ball past Charlie Turner to 
give the visitors a half-time advantage. 

Walden were almost gifted a goal early 
in the second half when Charlie Turner’s 
kick hit Calver before rolling straight 
back into the goalkeeper’s grateful arms. 

Borough skipper Ross Elkins then 
volleyed over at a corner before Gavin 
Taylor’s shot from the edge of the 
penalty area was deflected wide of 
Crull’s left hand upright. 


After 63 minutes, from a further set 
piece, Calver shot over following a back 
header from Graeme Turner, before Ash 
Drew hacked the ball away with Walden 
on the break and Calver almost through 
on goal. 

Spike Bell almost added to the Walden 
total, forcing Charlie Turner to a fine 
save down to his left, before Hurkett 
almost twice equalised for Borough 
from free kicks. 

His first flew a foot wide of the left- 
hand post before his second, two 
minutes later, passed though the wall 
and straight into Crull’s hands. 

But in the 94th minute, Borough 
launched a final attack. 

With the ball chipped over the Walden 
backline, Ryan Weaver scuffed a shot 
which Lawrence attempted to clear, but 
the ball deflected off his arm and rolled 
past the wrong-footed Crull to give the 
hosts an equaliser. 

Borough are back in action at Braintree 
reserves this Saturday. 

Meanwhile, Dalton O’Brien’s goal 
could not prevent Haverhill Rovers 
losing 2-1 at Walsham Le Willows in the 
Premier Division. 

Rovers will look to bounce back from 
their Boxing Day defeat when they play 
host to Ipswich Wanderers this Saturday.
